On January 7, Germany celebrated 
“Tag der Briefmarke” or the Day of 
the Postage Stamp, in commemoration 
of the 90th anniversary of the first Ger- 
man stamps. The first Prussian stamps 
were issued in 1850 though the stamps 
of Bavaria had been issued first in 1849. 
Special cancellations were used at the 
larger cities on Jan. 7, having in the cen- 
ter a partial reproduction of a stamp 
showing Danzig’s Marienkirche over- 
shadowed by a steel helmet and bayonet. 
The same design was used by dealers on 
special cards and souvenir sheets for 
affixing current stamps. Funds raised 
apparently went to the Winterhelp 
Works and the initials of this, “WHW,” 
were featured in the postmarks and other 
manifestations of the day.

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Steps In The News 





Finland 





Though for weeks the Soviet military 
forces have attempted to crush Finnish 
resistance, the boundaries of the small 
republic have remained practically in- 
tact. One of the principal points to 
ward which Stalin’s warriors have di- 
rected their efforts is the important city 





of Wiipuri (Viborg) which lies in the 
extreme southeastern part of the country, 
just a little over 50 miles from Soviet 
territory and the first city along the 
international railroad that runs from 
Leningrad, U. S. S. R. The ancient 
fortress of Wiipuri stands guard over 
the beleaguered city, its massive medi- 
eval walls being depicted on the 2 mark 
Semi-Postal stamp of 1931. The build- 
ing was built by Torkel Knutson during 
the Third Crusade in 1293. When the 
air raids on Helsingfors, the capital, be- 
gan, most of the populace fled northward 
to the comparative safety of the country- 
side. About 55 miles north of the cap- 
ital on the sole railway, lies the Castle of 
Hameenlinna (or Tavastehus) which is 
depicted on the 114 mark stamp of the 
same series. Once the Castle was host 
to Christian armies, and indeed was built 
in 1249 during the second of the great 
Crusades of medieval times. Again it 
plays host to the refugees of its country. 
When they were part of Sweden, Fin- 
nish troops and leaders rose to important 
positions. One of these, Evert Horn, is 
depicted on the 1% mark Semi-Postal of 
1934. Horn was Commander-in-Chief of 
Swedish troops in the war with Russia 
in the 17th century which resulted in 
complete victory for Sweden.

The 
stamp is expected to be issued the first 
week of July, but details of design and 
first day have not yet been officially 
announced. 





Postal Employees Warned 





In a special notice in The Postal Bul- 
letin, under date of Feb. 2, Third Assist- 
ant Postmaster General Ramsey §, 
Black again warned postmasters to take 
“proper precautions” that Famous 
Americans stamps not be placed on sale 
until the authorized date, the second 
day of issue. A table of the proper dates, 
printed in boldface type was included in 
the notice, which resulted from numer. 
ous violations of instructions previously 
issued on the same subject.

dated May 13. Sept. 29, 1852, he again 
referred to his project in his official 
notes. It was not, however, until October 
19, 1857, that the Council of Ministers 
under their executive authority passed a 
resolution authorizing the manufacture 
and use of stamps. Dr. Condemarin bor- 
rowed from the Pacific Steam Naviga- 
tion Company some of their stamps and 
these were used temporarily, Peru’s first 
postage issue making its debut according 
to early reports on March 1, 1858. The 
borrowed steamship company stamps 
were supposed to have been placed in 
use on December 1, 1857, and had a 
period of use of indefinite length. 

There has been some confusion caused 
by existing references in old documents 
to “stamps” having been authorized on 
August 18, 1849, on which date the 
National Mint was authorized to engrave 
15 “stamps.” Research by Mr. Zamudio 
developed that these were post marking 
stamps, to be used in a manner similar 
to the “5” and “10” markings found on 
stampless covers of the United States. 
The 15 “stamps” were ovals. with 
“LIMA” at top in a double line panel of 
odd shape and in the center the denomi- 
nation in reales “2 R.,” “514,” etc., in 
denominations ranging from 1% real to 9 
reales. As Mr. Zamudio points out, 
philatelists are in error in supposing that 
the stamps requested by the Post Office 
Department in a letter of August 6, 1849, 
were adhesive postage stamps, as the 
request referred only to what are termed 
“Sellos valorades” (valuing stamps liter- 
ally)” and termed in this country “post- 
marks,” being placed on letters to indi- 
cate the amount of postage paid.

edge and guide line at top, bottom, right 
or left. The collector who finds it diffi- 
cult to understand how and why guide 
lines occur, sometimes perforated, usually 
straight-edged, will find this free booklet 
self explanatory. The plate layout of 
all types and issues of flat plate issues 
since the Bureau started in 1894 are 
briefly but clearly explained. Next year 
Mr. Davis states he intends to include 
prices of unused plate number singles, 
split arrows and other markings which 
some collectors like to form into ‘“min- 
iature sheets” on their album pages to 
show the arrangements of a stamp’s plate 
markings.

Editor’s Notebook 


APPROVALS Since the approval sys- 

tem is the one by which 
most stamps change hands the conduct 
of those participating in this form of 
merchandising, buyer and seller, is of 
great importance to the well being of 
the hobby. From our own experience we 
are convinced that most of the com- 
plaints and disputes arise from misunder- 
standing rather than an attempt by either 
party to put over something dishonest on 
the other. We are also convinced after 
long association with collectors and deal- 
ers that most of them — and that “most” 
must be as high a percentage as the 
purity of that well known soap — are 
honest in all their transactions. The real 
trouble is caused by the unprincipled 
minority who like most minorities create 
a rumpus out of all proportion to their 
size. 

Recently we were presented with an 
interesting complaint. A subscriber had 
received an approval selection of U. S. 
which contained some common stamps 
trimmed of their perforations and 
numbered and priced as scarce im- 
perforates and coils. The fakes were so

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crude that none but the novice would be 
likely to be fooled — but therein lies 
the danger to our hobby as when the 
fraud would be eventually discovered, 
such a collector might well in disgust 
cease collecting stamps. Offhand it would 
look like an open and shut case, wouldn’t 
it? But that’s the danger of snap judg- 
ments. When questioned, the dealer sub- 
mitted the fact to which most dealers 
can testify:—that customers occasionally 
substituted bad stamps for good ones, a 
form of cheating not always detected be- 
fore the selection was sent out to the 
next applicant. Common sense, fair play, 
and the legal requirement that the ac- 
cused be given the benefit of any doubt, 
make dismissal of such a complaint a 
matter of course because it not only 
could have happened that way, but un- 
less one is overly suspicious he must 
admit it undoubtedly did happen just 
that way. 

Unsolicited approvals are another 
source of continual friction. Some send- 
ers, knowing the average person’s ignor- 
ance of postal laws, have obtained back 
these selections by threats, compelling 
the receiver to pay the postage in addi- 
tion to scaring him of a visit from G- 
men, etc. The truth, not as well known 
as it and many other truths should be, 
is that one is under no compulsion other 
than his conscience to return unordered 
or unsolicited merchandise. Effective 
means of ending unsolicited sendings are 
available. Since such sendings are illegal, 
postal inspectors at city of mailing if 
supplied all the facts, could take action. 
The selection can of course be held in- 
definitely until the sender supplies 


stamped envelope for return. One collec- | 
tor improved on this by charging $1.00} 


for the “service” of bothering to return 
the selection! 

Dealers have a legitimate complaint 
against some collectors who apply for 
approvals solely to get the free premium 
offered with the trial selection. Stamps 
obtained in such a dishonest manner 
should afford little pleasure to their 
owners. We say “dishonest” because the 
premiums are offered folk who really 
want to see approvals and are prepared 
to buy — not to those who pretend they 
want approvals and waste the dealers 
postage and time to gain for themselves 
a few free stamps. 

Publishers are repeatedly asked to 
take action against those who in the 
opinion of the complaining party, are 
dishonest; but rarely is sufficient evi- 
dence of the right sort produced. We 
have done all we could, though we are 
convinced that stamp clubs, local and 
national, are much better equipped to 
handle the unscrupulous. We do not be- 
lieve we are passing the buck when we 
say that. Club constitutions generally 
contain provisions broad enough to catch 
the most slippery of the slick, not to 
mention the blundering misdoer. Our 
own experience has shown that this 
power is neglected, even when over- 
whelming evidence and need of action

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Another British Censor Label 


The Washington Star illustrates a cen- 
sor label used in England which is quite 
different from others reported. This 
label is affixed to an envelope which con- 
tained a Christmas Card sent a person 
in England. The label is inscribed in 
five lines: “RETURNED TO SENDER 
—BY THE CENSOR—FOR REASON 
EXPLAINED IN — MEMORANDUM 
ENCLOSED—IN THIS COVER.” In- 
side was a printed form stating: “P. C. 
82. Postage by individuals of Christ- 
mas cards, greeting cards of all kinds, 
calendars, printed matter, literature for 
the blind, used or unused postage stamps 
addressed to certain countries is forbid- 
den. Such articles may be dispatched 
onlv by news agents, stationers, dealers 
or booksellers possessing the necessary 
permit. Individuals wishing to dispatch 
any of the above should therefore place 
their order with their news agent, sta- 
tioner, dealer or bookseller, together with 
the list of names and addresses of those 
to whom the articles are to be sent.” A 
Christmas card sent from Egypt to Brit- 
ain and mailed as a post card, was de- 
livered to addressee with most of the 
card’s message cut off by censor.

Famous American Educators 


HORACE MANN 


Horace Mann is the outstanding educational re- 
former in American history. Born on a farm in the town 
of Franklin, Mass., May 4, 1796, Mann was the de- 
scendant of an early settler. From his father, who died 
of tuberculosis, Mann inherited a frail physique and a 
susceptibility to that disease. His early years were 
marked by poverty, toil, and the repression and fear 
instilled by the poorly trained school teachers of that 
day and their archaic educational principles. He seldom 
was in school more than ten weeks in a year. Studying 
under a gifted tutor, he entered Brown University as a 
sophomore, graduating in 1819. He then entered a law 
office, soon returning to Brown as tutor in the languages. 
Admitted to the bar in 1823, he practiced at Dedham, 
Mass. until 1833. His public career began with election 
to the legislature in 1827 where he finally became 
presiding officer of the Senate. On April 20, 1837, the legislature passed the educa- 
tion bill for which Mann had fought so hard and Mann was appointed Secretary 
of the Commonwealth’s board of education the bill established. For 12 years he 
held this post, fighting often against bitter opposition to re-organize the common 
school system of the state, principally to have units of control by towns instead of 
districts. He educated the public to the value of public schools and by increasing 
pay to teachers, making available more educational facilities for the teachers and 
instituting new methods of teaching, saw most of his plans materialize. Second 
perhaps in importance, is his founding of the first three normal schools in the 
United States for training teachers. High schools were revived due to him. By 
means of the annual reports of his office Mann published what have long since 
become educational classics. In 1848, after some years of study abroad of educa- 
tional institutions, Mann was elected to Congress and resigned his secretaryship. 
One of the difficulties which had hampered him in his work was the strong 
campaign to force study of the Bible in schools, Mann maintaining, successfully, 
that this was not proper and that the Book should be read, but without comment. 
In 1852 he was defeated for the governorship as result of incurring the disfavor 























of Daniel Webster. In the same year he assumed the Presidency of Antioch College, 
Yellow Springs, Ohio. He resigned this post in 1859 after leading the school | 
through some very difficult years, dying on Aug. 2, 1859 at Yellow Springs. He was | 
survived by three sons by his second marriage. The last sentence of his baccalaure- | 
ate address in 1859 clearly tells the motivating thought of his entire life: “Be. 
ashamed to die until you have won some victory for humanity.”

Now 
over to the left before I brush them in 
the waste basket is a 15c Cumberland, 
Md., 12c Aberdeen inv., 17c Kenosha, 
Wis., 2c Brenham, Tex., White Plains 
and a 5c 31 due from Berkeley, Calif.

CATALOGS is just so much hokum | 
because every NET priced catalog has' 
been accepted as an improvement over 
older methods. Whether this is the best 
for dealers I can’t say and have no part 
in the argument other than to report 
just what the big publishers are doing. 
The last laugh comes in listing of the 
50c Seattle Presidential at 15c, with a’ 





50% discount from this, would mean a 
NET of 7'%4c. Would you give 7%c for 
a 50c Seattle Presidential bureau? So 
would I, and so would hundreds of other 
collectors I know of, but don’t waste 
your postage as it is very doubtful if any 
copies will ever be supplied at that 
figure. Just a nice bluff — If they try

The Largest Philatelic Library 


The Collectors Club of New York City 
owns the world’s largest philatelic library, 
An inventory completed last Dec. 31 
reported that there were a total of 88,350 
items in the library divided as follows: 
2,191 handbooks, 7,885 catalogues, and 
78,208 periodicals of which slightly over 
half are foreign. It is expected that com- 
plete index of the whole will be com. 
pleted before long. There are other large 
philatelic libraries in existence, but none 
approach the Collectors Club library in 
completeness, housing and accessibility. 





Checking Watermarks 





Collectors should use care in checking 
watermarks of rotogravure printed stamps 
as these stamps are usually printed in 
inks which are soluble in water or other 
fluids, such as benzine, used in water- 
mark detecting. British stamps are print- 
ed, the Australian Stamp Monthly states, 
from an ink that is thinned with benzine 
and no matter how short an immersion 
may be made in benzine of such a stamp, 
the color will be affected. Holding toa 
light is recommended as safest for roto- 
gravure stamps such as many countries 
now are using.

170,000 Ic First Day Covers

49,742 stamps and 5,922 covers of the 
lc and 48,874 stamps and 4,689 covers of 
the 2c.

New Postal Savings Stamp Plates Manufactured 





The list of postage stamp plates manufactured by the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing in January includes as was expected new plates for the other values 
of the Famous Americans Series, but unexpected is the inclusion of plates for 
producing Postal Savings Stamps of a new design, not only of the denomination 
(10c) in use many years, but of new values of 25c, 50c and $1.00. The Postal 
Savings stamps are not used for payment of postage, but are used in the conduct 
of operations of the Postal Savings division. To encourage children to start savings 
accounts, a card having an imprinted 10c stamp is sold for that sum and when 
nine other 10c stamps are affixed, the child may deposit the card at the post 


office and have a Postal Savings account opened for the minimum sum, $1.00. 
In many post offices the stamps are never used, because the public does not know 
of the existence of these savings stamps, or else other and more convenient savings 
facilities are at hand. Apparently the new stamps are to be used in enlarging the 


scope of the stamps, but instructions have not yet been issued postmasters. Collec- 


tors of combinations of plate numbers of the 6c air mail will have seven more

The Shop states that so far they’ve 
been able to get better stock of Finnish 
material from Denmark than from Fin- 
land itself. How much the wars have 
slowed mails is shown by the New 
Yorker’s letter of Dec. 4 not arriving in 
Denmark until Dec. 31.
